AFTER ROOSEVELT 


Former Ambassador to Italy Gives 


Publicity to Letters in Contro- 


versy Between Them. 


HE IS SEVERE ON THE PRESIDENT 


Chicago. Dec. 8.—The Chicago Tri- 


bune in its Washington dispatches to- 
day says that an extraordinary letter 
has been addressed by Bellamy Storer 
to President Roosevelt and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet in regard to his 
dismissal from the post of ambassador 
of the United States to Auslria-Hun- 
gary. 


Mr. Storer was dismissed because of 


his wife's supposed interference in af- 
fairs of the Roman Catholic church 
and her alleged misuse of letters from 
the president. 
It was also charged 


that Mrs. Storer had meddled with 
French politics by taking part in anti- 
republican intrigue to promote the 
marriage of Victor Bonaparte with a 
member of the Orleans family. Both 
of these charges Mr. Storer denies and 
on the other hand declares that the 
president's interest in the selection of 
Archbishop Ireland as a cardinal was 
not due to Storer or to Storer's wife, 
but to the presioent alone. 


Why He Objected. 


The text of Mr. Storer's letter was 


printed and transmitted not only to 
the president, but to members of the 
foreign relations 
committee 
of the 


senate. Mr. Storer says that his re- 
moval In so summary a manner sud- 
denly dismissed him from an office 
which he had been given reason to be- 
lieve he had filled to the satisfaction 
both of his own government and that 
to ivhlch he was accredited, and being 
accompanied by no public explanation, 
exposed him 
to suspicions and in- 


jurious 
conjectures 
such as must 


naturally arise when a man in public 
office Is abruptly dismissed by his gov- 
ernment with what Is obviously Intend- 
ed to be discredit.

today, "no nation likes to see Its sub- 
iects leave to take up a permanent 
abode in a foreign land and lose all 
relation with the fatherland, but In 
many cases it cannot be helped." 


The ambassador expressed the be- 


lief that there were not so many Jap- 
anese in this country to take advan- 
tage of naturalization 
if it 'were 


granted but he thought that such an 
opportunity should be afforded them 
along with the citizens of other coun- 
tries. 
He said he did not think it 


probable that those Japanese who 
were emigrating in large numbers to 
Hawaii and the Pacific coast would 
avail themselves of naturalization, 
because of the fact that they repre- 
sented the poorer classes-and most 
of 
them 
ultimately/' returned " to 


Japan.

GERMANY'S DEVIOUS GAME.

itics in Persia. 


Berlin, -Dec. 8.—Although the 
Ger- 


man foreign office does not believe that 
the shah of Persia is so near to death 
as is reported from Teheran, it is well 
understood that his passing 
cannot 


long be delayed, as his maladies are 
in their final stages. 


Germany is popularly supposed, in 


Great Britain and France especially, 
to be pursuing mysterious political ob- 
jects with the design of acquiring terri- 
torial advantages in Persia. The Ger- 
man policy, the Associated Press Is In- 
formed, Is simply equal trade privi- 
leges in Persia for all nations. 
The 


principle of tho German policy In Per- 
sia has been clearly explained to the 
foreign offices of Great Britain 
and 


misunderstandings, such 
as 
those 


which made the Moroccan 
question 


serious, are not. likely to arise. 


Russia is more the rival of Germany 


for the trade of Persia than Is Great 
Britain, possessing as she does a treaty 
under which the customs dues on over- 
land imports are lower than those im- 
posed on sea borne imports and both 
Great Britain and Germany have'.a 
community of Interests tn obtaining nn 
equalization of the sea port and land 
frontier duties.

Secures Bundle of Cash, But Alarm 


Calls a Posse and He is Pur- 


sued and Captured. 


BYSTANDER KILLED BY A PURSUER 


Great Bend, Kas., Dec. S.—After a 


daring attempt today to rob the J. V. 
Brinkham company bank single hand- 
ed, a man who gave 
his 
name as 


George A. Lewis, of Kansas City, was 
surrounded r.nd captured. Bud West- 
fall, a driver for the -Wells Fargo Ex- 
press company, was killed by a shot 
fired by one of the pursuers. Lewis 
walked into the bank a few minutes 
after it opened this morning and point- 
ing a revolver at A. E. Taylor, the 
cashier, ordered the latter to throw 
up his hands. In an instant a clerk 
dodged into the vault and set off the 
burglar alarm. Lewis fled up an alley. 
A crowd of men and boys gave chase 
and seeing himself being hemmed in 
the robber darted up the stairs in the 
Wells Fargo building, two blocks from 
the bank. On the second floor he 
locked himself in a room and for an 
hour defied arrest. 


Several shots were fired Into the 


room In an attempt to dislodge the 
robber. 
One bullet struck and killed 


Driver Westfall. who was in the ex- 
press office on the street floor. Final- 
ly, after parleying for an hour with 
his pursuers. Lewis surrendered and 
was taken to the county jail. 
Officers 


believe that the name of Lewis is fic- 
titious. 
He said he came here from 


Chicago to do the job. 


The transaction in the bank con-. 


sunied only a few minutes time. Tay- 
lor handed over $:;50 in bills to the 
robber. The 
money 
was recovered 


when Lewis was taken to jail. Cash- 
ier Taylor, revolver in hand, led the 
chase after the robber. The room in 
which the robber barricaded himself 
was occupied by Mrs. Anna Tyler as a 
millinery store. Lewis told Mrs. Tyler 
that he had robbed 
a bank, that H 


crowd was after him and begged her 
to hide him. Instead, she lied in ter- 
ror and the man locked and barred 
the door. 
After he had surrendered 


he was followed to the jail by an ex- 
cited crowd. 
Cries of "lynch him" 


| were frequently heard and B. W. Tay- 


i lor. father of the 
bank cashier, at- 


tempted to rench the man and attack 
him. 
It was with difficulty that the 


robber was landed in jail. There he 
first said his 
name was George A. 


Lewis, of Kansas City, and then that 
It was George A. West and that he 
had come from Chicago on Thursday 
last. The robber is twenty years old, 
weighs 100 pounds and is six feet tall. 
He has light hair and blue eyes and is 
well dressed. 
He admitted that he 


had not given his correct, name. 
He 


said ho had made contributions to 
eastern magazines and papers, but his 
matter had been rejected and he had 
become despondent. He cried as he 
told his story.

That the motive which 
prompts It to such action Is sinister, sel- 
fish, or has a silk or cat-gut suture at- 
tached to it In any way. as will no doubt 
be charged by the tally, can by no man- 


ligent thinker. 
A moment's reflection 


will convince him that the financial or 
selfish Interest of the physician would 
be best subserved 
by encouraging di- 
rectly or Indirectly the practice of self- 
medication, or remaining neutral, silent 
and unconcerned about It. well knowing 
that many of his professional calls to 
the bedside of the sick would never have 
been received had it not been necessary 
to counteract 
the effects thereof. 
It. Is 
an controvertlbie fact that the self-med- 
ivated self-doctored and much bequacked 
individual sooner or later falls Into the 
bonds of the regularly educated, consci- 
entious physician: If "sooner" 'tis well, 
but alas! too often 'tis "Iter" and the re- 
sult disastrous. 


It has long been .1 common observation 


among physicians that many people will 
liberally patronize the vender of patent 
medicines, spend many dollars for this, 
that and the other nostrum Ingeniously 
advertised to cure every disease in the 
catalogue of human ills, or they will try 
every remedy suggested by friends mid 
neighbors, and especially those advertls-d 
In their religious or church papers, hav- 
ing the endorsement of some very prom- 
inent ecclesiastic, and as a last resort 
will consult n regular practitioner who for 
a dollar or two which he may or may 
not get. either cures the sufferer or gets 
the credit of killing 
him. when he 
Is 
obliged to sign his death certificate. 
It 


would be asking entirely too much of tho 
self-doctored deceased to sign his own 
death certificate, 
and 
his prescribing 


friends and neighbors would simply be 
horrified at the request to do so. The 
last professional attendant who Is almost 
Invariably a regularly educated physician, 
must certify to the cause of death even 
though be visited the deceased but a sin- 
gle time, and that but a few minutes bo- 
fore dissolution. 
"livery Man Ills

It is true, those practitioners wh 
talk to the laity very much like the ad- 
vertisements of others rend In the dally 
press: those who cure In three days or 
less, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, pnu- 
monla. and like m.ilndlos—In fact cure 
every disease on extremely short notice: 
but 'these practitioners are Irregular nnd 
not recognized by the profession. 
We cannot expect the laity, however, 


to always he able to discriminate between

physical deterioration. 


"Alcoholic persons are specially lia- 


ble to tuberculosis and all lnflamma- 
tory disorders. 


"Evidence was placed 
before the 


committee showing that in abstinence 
Is to be sought the source of muscular 
vigor and activity.. 


"The lunacy figures show a large 


and increasing number of admissions 
'of both-sexcs yhlch are due to drink. 


"The following fads, recognized by 


the medical profession and placarded 
all over France by order of the gov- 
ernment, are published in order to 
carry out the recommendation of the 
committee and to bring home to men 
and women tho fatal effects of alcohol 
on physical efficiency: 


"1. Alcoholism Is a chronic poison- 


ing resulting from the habitual use of 
alcohol (whether as spirits, wine or 
beer), which may never go as far as 
(drunkenness. 


; "2. It Is a mistake to say that those 
doing hard work require stimulants. 
As a fact, no one requires alcohol as 
fcithor food or tonic. 


"3. Alcohol is really a narcotic, dull- 


ing the nerves, like- laudanum or 
opium, but is more dangerous than 
either in that often its first effect is 
ito weaken a man's self-control while 
;hls passions are excited; 
hence the 


.number of crimes which occur under 
•its influence. 
! "4. Spirits, as usually taken, rapidly 
'produce alcoholism, but milder alco- 
Ihollc drinks, as beer, and even cider, 
drunk repeatedly every day, produce, 
after a time, alcoholic poisoning with 
equal certainty. 
| "5. The habit of drinking leads to 
!the ruin of families, the neglect of so- 
iclal duties, disgust for work, misery, 
theft and crime. It leads also to the 
hospital, for alcohol 
produces 
the 


most various and the most fatal dls- 
'eases, including paralysis, insanity, 
disease of the stomach and liver and 
dropsy. It also paves the way to 
'consumption, and frequenters of pub- 
lic houses furnish a large proportion 
of the victims of this disease. It com- 
jpllcates and aggravates al! acute dls- 
ieases. Typhoid fever, pneumonia and 
'erysipelas are rapidly fatal in the sub- 
iject of alcoholism. 


"6. The sins of alcoholic parents are 


Visited on the children. If these sur- 
.vive infancy they are threatened with 
'Idiocy or epilepsy, and many are car- 
ried away by tuberculosis, meningitis 
or phthisis (consumption). 


"7. In short, alcoholism is the most 


terrible enemy to personal health, to 
family happiness and to national pros- 
perity."

.Influence of Cigarettes. 


! People are only too liable to mis- 
take cause and effect. 
Prof. Charles 


•Mohn, of-the Hahnemann Medical col- 
lege, says that it "has been proved 
that the-'tree use of cigarettes by boys 
.has a tendency to make thieves and 
'liars out of them," and that most of 
the boys haled before the police court 
were slaves to the tobacco habit We

Now this is a 


question entirely apart from all other 
questions concerning the Savior's na- 
ture, and birth, and death, and resur- 
rection and ascension. It is not in- 
volved in • any questions concerning 
the character 
or 
credibility of the 


Bible. 
Personally I join myself with 


that great company which reaches 


they must fasten the blame for such 


and support it, but I cannot become a 
member of it."

j sat down is to lay ourselves open to 


£ punishment. The law is there and it 


is our duty to know it and obey it, 


(3.) 
You see therefore how all this 


has its bearing upon a man's rela- 
tion to the moral law. If it is binding 


j upon any. it is binding upon all. 
It 


j cannot derive its validity or its power 


in any particular instance from any 
formal acknowledgment of it. 
Right 


is right—duty is duty—and I am re- 
sponsible to God for my choice of the 
one and the doing of the other. Church 
membership and confession of Jesus 
before other men have nothing to do 
with my 
obligation to 
obey God 


Neither the one nor the other can in- 
crease or diminish my responsibility 
to Him. Why. a man may never set 
foot in a church, he may make abso- 
lutely no profession of anything, and 
still the obligation to do justly and 
love mercy and humble himself before 
God is resting upon him every second 
of his life. Its as binding upon him 
as it was upon St. Paul. No man es- 
capes responsibility for the least of liis 
acts by saying, I am not a Christian.

He was then 
on His way to His Father in His res- 
urrection body and for that .reason did 
not allow Mary to touch Him (John 
xx, 17), while In our lesson today He 
allows these women to hold Him by 
the feet and worship Him. Between 
His meeting with Mary and His meet- 
ing these other women He must there- 
fore have been to the Father and re- 
turned, arid thns - He evidently did 
many times during' those forty days 
until He finally ascended from Olivet 
not to return till He conies to the air 
to welcome His church. 
' Besides these two appearances on 
that glorious resurrection day there 
were three others—to Peter, to the two 
who walked to Btnmaus and to the 
disciples gathered together that even- 
ing.

That there is 
such intuition of difference in char- 
acter between good and evil is abund-

It is certified 
by every most, degraded savage ottci'- 
lug sacrifices,to propitiate a supposed- 
ly angry deity. 
It is witnessed by 


man's universal sense of sin and his 
constant chtJlce of the best and wisest 
of his fellows to stand as his repre- 
sentatives-- and' intercessors before 
God. It is certified by the blood stain- 
ed path of expiation which you 
can 


trace, through 
so many 
lands and 


through so many long, long centuries. 
The fact thai there Is-a moral con- 
sciousness in man may safely be in- 
eluded among those things which are 
settled for evermore, which arc not 
open to controversy, which require no 


all the cases where we employ this 
unslgnlflcant. phrase "tainted money" 
are the methods some man employed 
to obtain it, or tho use to which ho 
puts It In the great world of oppor- 
tunity by- which 
he 
-Is surrounded. 


Strictly speal'ing there can be no such 
phenomenon ns a judgment upon the 
moral character of things. 


If, therefore, you 
and 
I arc con- 


scious that there is within each one 
of us a power which enables us to dis- 
criminate between right and wrong, 
and that for the choice we actually 
make in any given instance we our- 
selves nre Individually 
responsible 


and accountable—then the authority 
which we thus acknowledge must be 
a personal authority. If you and I are 
men under authority—our accounta- 
bility cannot, be to things, nor to our- 
selves, nor to any abstraction which 
we denominate "the race," or "so- 
ciety-at-large," or "posterity." It must 
be to someone greater and higher 
than we are as individuals or collec- 
tively. 


That Someone has been described 


by 
many 
strange circumlocutions. 


Herbert Spencer calls ,. him a great 
"unknown 
force." 
Matthew Arnold 


calls him "A power not 
ourselves 


which makes for righteousness." Oth- 
ers are content to speak of. him as 
"The great first- cause"—but abandon 
ing the terminology of the 
philoso: 


phers and scientists the overwhelming 
majority of mankind call him God. 
Men are practically a unit in the as- 
.sertlon that the voice of conscience 


life's lower levels. 


Immutability of Natural Law. 


(1) 
Look at what we call the nat- 


ural law which governs the physical 
or material universe. It is operative 
at every hour of every day and every 
night. It neither asks nor heeds any 
man's acknowledgment of its validity 
or its power. It makes no demand of 
any kind upon him save Instant and 
hearty obedience and H punishes cer- 
tainly and Impartially whenever It is 
disobeyed. A few days ago a man was 
rowing in a boat upon the Niagara 
river and through some unknown acci- 
dent or carelessness he lost control of 
it and was swept rapidly toward the 
Canadian falls. 
Men upon the bank 


saw his danger ami made desperate 
efforts to save him. but without avail 
The little boat reached the verge- 
took the fatal 
plunge—and 
another 


ragedy was added to the long list 
which servos to emphasize the awful 
power of that 
mighty 
rlvor. 
The 


joint is that in this instance natural 
aw did not pause In its operation to 
nqulre whether the occupant of that 
joat had confessed Its supremacy and 
sway. It never stopped to ask wheth- 
er It was carelessness or unavoidable 
accident which cast tho little skllt 
nto the grasp of the swift flowing cur- 
rent.

siderations.

But consider that it Is this very 


moral sense within man, Intuitive, 
universal, apparently deathless—call 
It conscience, or the voice of God, or 
anything you please—which carries 
with it as a correlate the feeling of 
accountability. For his choice of the 
good, for his choice of the bad, man 
knows that ho is Individually respon- 
sible. 
Yet to what; to whom? 
Moral Quality Personal. 


As an aid In answering this ques- 


tion let us remember that, neither you 
nor I over attribute moral qualities to 
things, but. only to persons. It. Is al- 
most Impossible to conceive of situ- 
ations in which things ns such could 
be morally blameworthy 
or praise- 


worthy. 
History and literature are 


full lo overflowing with corroborations 
of this statement. At Avignon, in the 
south'of France, there is an old bridge 
now "abandoned as a ruin and inncces- 


llgation which we owe to him. 


A Differentiated Moral Principle 
We come at last then to the point 


for -which this somewhat long discus 
sion has been undertaken.. The result 
at which we have now arrived nega 
lives a very common misconception 
concerning a man's relation 
to tha 


church of Jesus Christ. It is not un 
usual for men to think, and feel, and 
say that by joining some particular 
branch of the church they thereby as- 
sume"" certain obligations from whleli 
they are free so long as they nevei 
make any public confession of 
tho 


Savior! Here, say, Is a man In com 
merclal life.' If you urge upon him 
the duty of taking his stand among 
the number of God's people he will 
reply. 
"No, I cannot do that. My 


business requires that I shall do cer 
tainNthlnga out of harmony with the 
spirit of church membership. You are 
to understand that they are not acUv- I 
ally" dishonest, but T would blame any' 
church member in whose life I illscov- | 


dcr some circumstances 
It. would 


have destroyed Impartially the great- 
est saint or the vilest 
sinner 
thn 


world has ever known. Natural law 
bears Impartially upon both and Is un- 
escnpable by both Just as 
the 
sun 


rises upon the evil and upon the good, 
and rain falls upon the just and upon 
the unjust. 


Breaking One's Self Upon the Law. 
Long ago in the days of the world's 


twilight of knowledge the site of a 
city was selected without any refer- 
ence to tho sanitary conditions of the 
locality. Then when fever swept in 
from the nearby swamp men always 
betook themselves In pvayer to the 
Goa whom they believed 
they 
had 


somehow angered. We know now that 
the fever was the result of ignorance. 
But natural law working then as in 
tho present did not stop to ask wheth- 
er men understood it or 
were con- 


scious even of its existence. It held a 
certain power over human Jives and 
when men disobeyed it they must.pay 
the penalty. We say those men broke 
the laws of health. Is.it not far truer 
to say, as another suggests, that they 
broke themselves against those laws? 
So throughout the. whole of the physi- 
cal universe natural law holds sway. 
It asks not and cares not for your as-. 
sent or mine to any of its require- 
ments. 
Its operation 
depends not 


upon our confession of Its authority 
before any tribunal' upon earth.- 


(2) Consider further how this prin- 


ciple is wrought into the very consti- 
tution of that law for whose existence 
men themselves are responsible. 
If 


congress decrees that hencefort'.i such 
and such shall be the law of the land 
—when does this law become binding 
upon you and -upon me?. In the mo- 
ment when we flrs't learn of Its exist- 
ence? In the hour when we resolve 
that thereafter we will'regulate our 
conduct by it? In the day when we 
make' some open acknowledgment of 
its validity in tlys presence of a. tri- 
bunal charged with Its enforcement? 
Not at all. That law is binding upon 
everyone of us from the hour of the 


heart and not in church creeds. The 
church cover made the moral law. 
The church is founded upon particular 
applications of it. You may deny all 
the creeds in Christendom and that 
would not confer upon you the liberty 
of being something less than a pure, 
humble, God-fearing man. 
Why. the 


very fact that all moral relations are 
personal relations and that the church 
Is an organization and not a person 
ought to help us to understand that. 
What does It mean then to say, "I am 
not a church member?" So far as re- 
sponsibility is concerned, 
absolutely 


nothing. 
There is not one standard 


for church members and another for 
the rest of the world. What I may not 
do as :i member of the church I may 
not do as a man! 
What I cannot do 


and be a consistent church member I 
have no business to do under any cir- 
cumstances. For every choice of right 
and every choice of wrong t am per- 
sonally responsible to a personal God 


Joining the Church a Duty. 


May we not pause then at this point 


and ask what positive reasons there 
are tor joining the church at all. It 
enrolling yourself as a member of It 
does not add to or detract from your 
obligation to make yourself tho man 
God wants you to be. why may you nol 
continue to live your life outside of 
the church? 


(1) 
Well, for one thing, because 


joining tho church Is a' part of ev 
ery man's duty. 
It is a duty yoi 


may 
neglect, 
which 
you 
may 


trifle 
with, 
which you 
may seek 


to offset by ti multitude of excuses— 
but like every other duty It is not nl 
lered or done away with by your attl 
tiido toward II. Surely JCDUH ChrlHt

church. Equally plain It Is that there 
cannot be such an organization with 
out individual members and If it Is In 
cnmbcnt upon any to help perpetuate 
Its existence It IH Incumbent, upon all. 


(2) 
A second reason for taking this 


stop Is the fact that It. Is God's divine 
ly appointed way for the coming o 
peace and power. Many things there 
are In this world which it la hard to 
explain or wholly understand. We do 
not know why two atoms of hydrogen 
will always combine with one of oxy 
gen to form water. But we do know 
that, they do. We do not understanc 
the mystery of life whoso pulse an< 
thrill we fed every day. No chemts 
has been able to Isolate ft from the mn 
teri.il through which It always man 
fests itself. No surgeon with scalpe 
or knife has been able to detect it a 
Its work. It Is the same thought, whie 


sings itself In the lines of the familiar 
hymn: 
"1 know not why God's wondrous gnu* 


To me lip did Impart. 


Nor how Iwlli-vlng In His wonl. 


\VrouKlit pence -.vitllin my heart. 


but I know whom 1 have believed in 
and am persuaded that He is able to 
keep that which I have committed unto 
him against that day." I do not know 
why the fulfillment of duty through 
such a simple act as joining the church 
should bring so much of perfect peace, 
but 1 do know that it does. I know 
that if you honor your manhood by 
taking your stand upon the 
side of 


Jesus Christ, if you try to make your 
life square with his teaching, there 
can come to you a. joy and a power 
which are past understanding, as St. 
Paul says, but not, past realization. 


Measured by Spiritual Ideals. 


Ah, but you say, "Would you have a 


man join the church when his heart is 
not changed—when he is not regener-1 
ated?" 
No, I would not; but let me 


ask you what you mean by a "changed 
heart," a "regenerated spirit?" You 
would find it harder to define those 
phrases than you imagine and I ques- 
tion whether either definition 
would • 


contain nothing but your own unprej- 
udiced thought; Nor is any such effort 
necessary. Do you remember that 
wonderful statement that "Man look- 
eth on the otitward appearance, 
but 


God looketh on the heart?" What can 


liat mean—at least In part—except 
hat God accepts and approves many a 
eslre which never fruits in deeds? 
That He judges us not altogether by 
mr achievements but also by our as- 
ilrations. 
Not at all by our reputa- • 


Ion among men but very certainly by 
many of our resolutions. Not by our 
allures and our mistakes but by the 
deal which we strive to follow. No, 
he changed heart is not the perfect 
heart, but the heart which wills to 
truggle after perfection. Which has 
ceased to inq'ulre what custom and 
convention will permit and which asks 
what Jesus commends and commands. 
The man who finds In his heart the 
honest desire to be a better man Is 
good enough to join the church. Out 
of that first step in the path, of obe- • 
dience.out of the little glimpse ofjjesus . 
necessary to take it, there may grow 
.he full-orbed, rich, strong, Christian * 
character. 
' 


My hearers, why will not. some of - 


you, who ought to do it, take' j'our 
stand upon the side of the Savior and 
make open confession to him? Your 
responsibility to God would not and 
could not be a whit greater If you did 
so .than it is In this hour. But you 
would have then a help which now you 
are striving to do without!

Mechanical animal toys doing acro- 


batic stunts are in high favor 
this 


Xmas 'season. Toy departments have 
become veritable 
menageries. 
The 


animals, whether singly or in groups, 
cither with or without, mechanical at- 
tachments, seem to be gradually sup- 
planting doll toys, for there are com- 
paratively few of the latter among the 
new winter playthings and as holiday 
gifts for little ones will doubtless be 
more In evidence than any other. 


There Is one—a doll's game of blind 


man's buff—that Is 
attractive 
and 


quite fascinating, for the dollies dance 
to music around one of their number 
that stands blindfolded in the center 
of a ring 
with outstretched 
hands, 


vainly attempting to reach first, one 
and then another of the merry group 
that swings around. 


These dollies, in bright colored pink, 


blue and red dresses, stand on a circu- 
lar wire In the center of a square, 
prettily painted platform, on one side 
of which there is a crank that, when 


I turned, tinkles out a dance, 
air 
to 


I which the dolls prance around. The 
! cost of this toy is $8.75. 


Children Like the Circus. 


A toy circus that brings screams of 


delight from children has three rings 
in which imitation animals perform 
just as they do in any of the famous 
show rings. In one of these rings 
there Is a leopard that jumps through 
a hoop held by a doll ringmaster, 
while on the opposite side of the plat- 
form an elephant plays a large organ 
to the tune of which a bear dressed 
in a red coat dances a "jig." On the 
front of the stage a monkey clothed 
like a clown holds a large hell in one 
paw and rings it. violently when the 
crank that sets them all in motion is 
wound. Cost of toy is $12.50. 


Of the mechanical birds and animals 


none attract more attention than the 
"quacking ducks," that are as large as 
the familiar barn yard fowl and 
are 


covered with real feathers so that they 
look quite natural. 
These are all set 


on composition bases that look like rip- 
pled green ponds with flowers growing 
on the mud bottoms. 
When these 


ducks, that run on wheels, are pulled 
across a floor they "quack" as natur- 
ally as the real ones do when they pad- 
dle around in the water. Such a duck 
costs $5. 


Other Remarkable Toyt. 


An alligator with a colored boy doll 


on its back is another remarkable toy 
that little ones will like because of the 
unusual motion the beast makes when 
walking across the floor. It. costs $7.50 
to possess this now toy. Quite 
as 


natural In motion as tho alligator Is 
the camel, that walks with soft, un- 


dressed like a dusky Arabian woman 
sits In state on a handsome saddle. 
The price of the camel Is $8.75. 


No toy could be more natural than 


the mechanical tiger, that creeps so 
cautiously along the floor that real 
young children frequently cry out in, 
fright. 
The tiger is covered with a 


real skin and Is consequently expen- 
sive, costing $12. 


Cats with real cat skins are attrac- 


tive because their heads- move 
from 


side to side as well as up and down, 
and mew as they turn first In one di- 
rection and then in the other. They 
can be bought for $5, in sizes of full 
grown tabbies. 


A more expensive toy is a pair of 


snow white goats hitched to a stun- 
ning white enamelled 
trap. 
When 


wound up they gallop madly around a 
room, and any dolls put on the wide, 
comfortable seats can have a splendid 
ride. Sixteen fifty is the selling price. 


One'snow white Polar, seated in a 


handsomely made sled and pushed 
over a carpet by another white bear, 
is a stunning toy that any boy or-girl 
would be proud to receive for a birth- 
day or Christmas present. It is worth 
$12.75. 


Animals that Play Instruments. 


A musical white rabbit is quite unu- 


sual because of its impudent position 
and the monocle it wears on its left 
eye. The rabbit stands upright, turns 
its head saucily from one side to the 
other, while in one paw it. holds a met- 
al drum stick,.with which !t hits first 
one bell and then another, keeping ac- 
curate time with the music that comes 
from a box on which it stands. The 
bells are placed on a cross-piece.that 
looks like, a music rack, giving the rab- 
bit the appearance of an orchestra or 
band director. 
Twelve dollars is its 


value.
